The project, announced today by Health and Human Services Secretary Michael Leavitt, will begin with a 
$500,000 pilot training program in Minneapolis-St. Paul. If all goes well, the program would be expanded to 
other cities starting next year.”
 
“Test runs in Seattle, Philadelphia and Boston over the past two years worked well, health officials said. 
Letter carriers, escorted by police officers, delivered empty pill bottles along with a flier explaining what was 
happening. In Philadelphia, 50 carriers reached roughly 53,000 households in eight hours, The Associated 
Press reports.
 
To gather volunteers to hand out the antibiotic doxycycline, the federal government offered to fully stock the 
homes of letter carriers with enough of the drug for their families in case of an outbreak.”
